As there are "books and books" — 


meaning good and had ones—so there 
are "men ami men." 
Some farmers 


ne\er have any trouble with, their help 
and the farm work moves as steadily 
and with as little friction a* clock-work;, 
others arc incessantly in trouble and 
everything floes' wrong. 
We are ac- 


(juaiiited with mcu who are laborers by 
the month or jear on the farm, and who 
make their employers' interest their 
own. 
They work as well when the 


"boss" is away as when lie is near, 
and, in everything they do, they consid- 
er how tlicj'wonlUactifin their employ- 
er's position. 
There are otliers, also, 


who labor simply for the money they re- 
eeive; they h:iMS no interest in the work, 
but listen V.-Hh a keen ear f or the dinner 
horn anil watch with eager e\e for the 
setting of the MIH. 
To do the work 


somehow—not neceh-arily well—is the 
principle which governs them. 


The farmer wiio is p irticular as to 


wh.Jtn he employs: who n.i» the bargain 
well mi del-stood," who pays well, pays 
willingly anil pays prompth; who ap- 
preisiates good service and fairly fulfills 
his part of the agreement, neeij have 
little fear of being troubled by hid help. 
For sueli employers there is always some 
one to oll'cr service; such employers are 
.sought l,y "hired men," anil in nine 
eases out of ten, satisfaction is mutual. 
Hut. unfortunately, not all employers 
are thus carclul as to whom they hire 
or how they treat their help. They se- 
lect from the "rough scuff" class, from 
1i amps and tho.se who never have had a 
steady situation, .simply because they 
can hire them for twenty-five cents less 
per div though, in rc.ditv, they receive 
a halt dollar per dav less in return for 
servi-'es-. The usual result is that the 
farmer has to oversee all his work per- 
Miiiiillj. look after the implements when 
not in u-e. <rr<> here and go there to give 
instructions, and thus lose largely his 
( l U D l i n i e which, wiih intelligent, in- 
dustrious help, could be elsewhere more 
profitably employed. 
In fact, each is 


intent on getting the most possible from 
tins other, neither havinpf the welfare of 
the other at heart. 
Such a condition of 


thini's is iie.llior agreeable nor profita- 
ble." 


We are aware that the same diiler- 


encc s are liable to arise between em- 
ployers and employed in other occupa- 
tions, but the client s are more striking 
:iml mote noticeable on the farm than in 
the work-shop or store whore this rou- 
tine uf duty is more easily marked ami 
the labor is muie inc. liauieal in its na- 
ture. 
Kami work can never be reduced 


to such exactness in detail that the 
workman can perform it satisfactorily 
unless he is thoroughly interested in it, 
and in hcarh sunpathy with his em- 
p]u\i;r. 
So much for the hired hand, 


and on the other hand, to keep this in- 
teiesl alive, there must be on the part 
of the employer the approval and appre- 
ciation <>t work t a i t h f u l l j (lone.

arm of a car-seat, or hitting il against 
a boot-heel, though we think it would 
bo difficult to regulate the charge to ex- 
plode it, and there might bo danger of 
blowing out the eye. of an innocent pas- 
senfer.

nervous, and they would crawl under 
the seats if an cxplosiuu of such a sand- 
wich took place.

inw-house keepers are so wedded to the 
old sandwich that they do not want to 
give it up. hoping to compromise at the 
convention by having the sandwich put 
together with a hinge, and open by a 
time-look.

The Center of Population. • 


In the. several States ellbrts; are al- 


ways made to establish a capital very 
noarthe center, but this is often imprac- 
ticable. The Massachusetts Legislature 
meets at Boston at the east end of the. 
State, and our National Capital is also 
far to the east and out of the geograph- 
ical line of the center of population. 
The great emigration and the growth of 
population West was constantly chang- 
ing the imaginary point on the map 
which indicates that there arc equal 
numbers North, South, East and West. 
According to the census returns in 1870 
the center of population was 48 miles 
cabt by north of Cincinnati. In 1880 the 
center was near the village of Taylors- 
ville, in Kentucky, and eight miles west 
by south of Cincinnati. 
It is predicted 


thatinlH'JO the center of population 
will be in Jennings County, in South- 
eastern Indiana. In these days of tele- 
graph and fast steam travel it. does not 
much matter where our capitals are lo- 
cated. The real center of a community 
is now where its business is transacted. 
There is no danger of Washington be- 
ing removed to the west of the Mi-'sis- 
sippi iu this century at least.—Vi 1,111- 
rcsl's Monthly.

Mardi Gras, the Veiled Prophet, and 
like celebrations, viewed without ex- 
ercising that charity which apolo- 
gizes for them, are simply folly, tol- 
erated once in a twelvemonth as a 
necessary vent for exuberance corked 
up during the remainder of the year.

example was becoming infection-;, I 
warned him that if he would not work I 
should have him transferred to tlio 
Multan Jail, where 1 believo his Ab- 
salom-like hair would be cut short. 
That threat frightened him—his ring- 
lets being the glory of the Bilooli; he 
said lie would try "to work. He made 
a pretensp of trying, and failing, was 
sent, oft' to Multan, where I have no 
doubt lie is now, though prison-cropped, 
as smiling and light-hearted and do- 
nothing as ho was here.

Bating Before Sleeping. 


Man is tbe only animal that can 


be taught to sleep quietly on an emp- 
ty stomach. The bruto creation re- 
sents all aftbrts to coax them to such 
a violation of tho laws of Nature. 
The lion roars in the forest until ho 
has found his prey, and when he has 
ievonred it he sleeps over until hp 
needs another meal 
The horse will 


paw at night in the stable and the 
pig will squeal all night in the pen. 
refusing all .rest or sleep until they 
are fed. The animals which chew 
the cud have their own provision for 
a late meal just before dropping off 
to their nightly slumbers. Man can 
train himself to the habit of sleep- 
ing without a preceding meal, but 
only after long years of practice. 


The sleep which comes to adults 


long hours after partaking of food, 
and when the stomach is nearly or 
quite empty, is not after the type of 
infantile repose. 
There is all the 


difference in the world between the 
sleep of refreshment and the sleep 
of exhaustion. 
To sleep well the 


blood that swells the veins in our 
head during our busy hours must 
ilow back, leaving a greatly dimin- 
ished volume behind the brow that 
lately throbbed with such vehemence. 
To digest well this blood is needed 
in the stomach and nearer the foun-' 
tains of life. 


It is a fact established boyond the 


possibility of contradiction that sleep 
aids digestion, and that the process 
of digestion is conducive to refresh- 
ing sleep. It needs no argument to 
convince us of this mutual relation. 
The drowsiness which always follows 
the well-ordered meal is of itself a 
testimony of nature to this fact. 


Cheap Hoeing. 


Allow me to give your readers a way 


I have of destroying weeds in my gar- 
gen, and at the ssvmo time increase the 
productiveness of tho ground. 


I have for live years made it a prac- 


tice of sowing salt on my garden every 
spring, as long as the crops planted 
are small, and in no danger of being 
injured by the salt. It must not be al- 
lowed to touch them in the least. Just 
as tho weeds begin to come up so as 
they show plainly, sow salt on thorn 
when the dew is on them in the morn- 
ing. One. bushel of salt used in this 
way is worth several dollars invested in 
labor and is very much easier. The plan 
works equally as well on field crops, 
but is not as practical; besides flold 
crops, being planted with more room, 
can bo kept clean by horse power and 
machinery. I have In a manner cleared 
my garden of early-growing weeds, and 
could also destroy 
the late-growing 


ones if I would keop up tho praotice 
later in the season. Market gardeners 
would lind it a good practice, if weeds 
are troublesome. I kill docks, sprouts, 
creepers, etc., the same way; but firat 
cut th(jm off at the ground and put the 
salt on the fresh cut place. I have ef- 
fectually killed large locust rand other 
trees by one 
application of salt.—
